Josef Masopust, who 
played 63 international 
matches from 1953 to 
1965, is highly critical of 
his players as he strives to 
rekindle the spark that 
once made Czecho- 
slovakia mighty in world 
soccer.

Masopust’s predecessor Joe 
Venglos, who once coached the 
Socceroos, complained some 
years ago: “I do not have any 
fighters. All the athletic young 
men play ice hockey.”

“There are a lot of centre 
backs in the squad and I think 
my chances of getting a game 
are better as a midfielder.

field one week then up front 
the next so, overall, we haven't 
had much chance to settle 
down. 

“When I was at JUST it wasa 
bad side. They simply didn’t 
have the players, but look what 
they're doing now with the new 
players in the team — the 
three Yugoslav imports, Vlado 
Bozinovski, Ossie Latif and the 
likes.

ice hockey seasons. The State- 
run pools provide proof. Dur- 
ing summer, when soccer is 
played, business is slack. As 
soon as the ice hockey results 
are used for the pools, the 
money comes pouring in. 

Still, Czechoslovakia has 
played in two World Cup finals 
and two Olympic finals, and it 
has won a European champi- 
onship — not bad for part- 
timers. 

But, all that is in the past, as 
far as Masopust is concerned, 
He has to mould a squad with 
the right attitude and sufficient 
ability to qualify for the next 
World Cup in Italy, and to fare 
better there than the 1982 
Czech team did im Spain. 

Explaining the difficulties 

he faces, Masopust says: 
“Many of our players lack a 
really professional attitude to- 
wards the game. They are not 
professionals, of course, so I 
am not referring to the money 
they make. What I mean is the 
way they behave in their pri- 
vate lives, their attitude to- 
wards training and how hard 
they work, both in training and 
in the games. 
“Another difficulty which I 
frequently encounter is that 
our players find it too diffi- 
cult, some quite impossible, to 
play to orders. Some de try 
but it is hard fer them in a 
mental way. By and large, the 
players here stili want to just 
play their natural game. They 
let their bodies dominate 
their minds or are not accus- 
tomed to thinking about the 
game and the overall scheme 
of things while they are actu- 
ally playing. 

“It seems to be too difficult 
for many of the most gifted 
players, but I have seen in 
western European countries — 
and some in eastern Europe, 
too — that it can be done.” 

Masopust says the game is 
much more physical now than 
when he was a half-back with 
Dukla Prague. 

“Now we have plenty of

players who are good at fight- 
ing for the ball, but the major- 
ity are also good at giving the 
ball away once they have won 
it. The biggest problem of all is 
that there is a terrible shortage 
of intelligent, skilful midfield 
players — what the Germans 
refer to as the playmakers.” 

Physical conditioning also 
has been below par in Czecho- 
Slovakia. “Every team in the 
1982 World Cup was well pre- 
pared physically — but not the 
Czech team,” he said, in what 
amounts to a back-hander for 
the then coach, Vengios. 

Masopust says Czecho- 
slovakia does not have players 
like Ivo Viktor, Anton Ondrus, 
Karol Dobias and Marian 
Masny of the 1976 European 
champion team, but he has 
high hopes for the following: 

@ Lubos Kubic, sweeper of 
Slavia Prague; 

@ Karel Kula, midfielder of 
Banik Ostrava; 

@ Ivan Hasek, Sparta 
Prague, a star who can play 
anywhere, even though he is 
Smal]l and slightly built; 

Masopust believes strongly 
in wing play, so that’s what 
we'll see in the three-match se- 
Ties against the Socceroos. 

“Even if we do not field 
wingers, we must begin to 
make much more effective use 
of the areas on the wings. Any

Czechs’ top player 


By PAUL MOON 


When Bohemia, Moravia and Slovakia united to form 
Czechoslovakia in 1918, soccer was an obvious choice as 
national sport, its popularity having been widely spread 
throughout the three former segments of the old Austro- 
Hungarian empire and the new country’s capital, 


Prague. : 


Czech horizons extended 
abroad and, dunng the 1920s, 
links were established with 
Australia The illustrious Bohe- 
mians club carries a perma- 
nent reminder of an early tour 
Down Under — its now-famous 
kangaroo crest, adopted aftera 
visit in 1927, 

Slavia and Sparta players 
formed the backbone of the 
earliest Czech selection to 
make waves in the internation- 
al arena. This reached the 1920 
Olympic final, only to walk off 
the field after disputing a goal 
scored by opponent Belgium 
and thus forfeit its silver 
medals 

Memories of that indiscre- 
tion were to be exorcised by 
the next generation of Czech 
players. 

Frantisek Planicka, Antonin 
Puc, Frantisek Svobada, Ol- 


drich Nejedly, Josef Ctyroky, 
Josef Kostalek and Jaroslav 
Burger had few, if any, con- 
temporary equals. They were 
at their collective peak during 
the 1934 World Cup 

After taking a fully deserved 
70th-minute jead in the final 
against Italy, a late, freakish 
equaliser and a weak referee 
intimidated by the hostile 
crowd conspired te deny the 
Czechs ultimate glory, though 
they fought doggedly right 
through to the last minute of 
extra time 

In Chile in 1962 the Czechs 
impressively fought their way 
through to the final, where the 
brilliant Brazilians awaited 
them. After their majestic 
playmaker Josef Masopust had 
snatched an early goal, the 
South American superstars 
fought back tigerishly to win 3- 


Euro champion 


Czechoslovakia won the European championship in 
1976 by beating West Germany 5-3 on penalties after a 2- 


2 deadlock in Belgrade. 


The Czechs finished third in the 1980 European championship, 
beating Italy 9-8 on penalties in the third-place play-off.

Soccer in the U.S. went downhill steadily 
during the nine years he played there. He 
hopes it had nothing to do with him. 


Laurie Abrahams, 33,-is with 
Melbourne Croatia now, trying 
fo help the club qualify for the 
14-team NSL next season. 

He’s reluctant to draw com- 
parisons between the ills of 
Australian soccer and the ills 
that led to the death in early 
1985 of the North American 
Soccer League (NASL). 

But in talking to him about 
the U.S. experience, similar- 
ities are obvious. 

First, instability: 

The NASL was down to five 
clubs before it was increased 
rapidly, leading to the addition 
of six clubs and the relocation 
of two or three others in the 
one year, and resulting in a to- 
tal of 24. 

“The league expanded very 
quickly. It got ahead of itself,” 
Abrahams says 

“Soccer In the U.S. had less 
of a traditional base than it 
does here.” 

The league’s highly compli- 
cated competition of six differ- 
ent divisions of four teams 
each, split into two confer- 
ences, was changed two years 
later, leaving the fans even 
more baffled And matches 
had to be worked out so they 
did not clash with baseball fix- 
tures, because the two codes 
shared the grounds. 

The relocation of franchises 
caused further bafflement. 
The New England Teamen, 
one of six teams for which 
Abrahams played in the U.S. 
were shifted one year from the 
south of Boston to the north, 40 
miles away, and lost about 5000 
fans per match and shifted 
back home again the following 
year. The team then was 
moved to Jacksonville in 
Florida 


Private ownership of clubs 
also contributed to the 
instability 

“You're subject to the ca- 
priciousness of owners whose 
egos are tied up with the for- 
tunes of their clubs. And when 
clubs were owned by con- 
glomerates like Warner 
Brothers or Lipton’s Tea, they 
were answerable to the

Soccer’ players developed 
through the American college 
system are 22 before they fin- 
ish their education. They then 
need professional experience 
before they're any good. 

Although we've heard much 
about the NASL’s promotions 
push, it never really was effec- 
tive, according to Abrahams 

“Sure, they put a lot of 
money into it, but they were 
constantly changing direc- 
tion,” he says. “When some- 
thing that had cost a small 
fortune didn’t work, they'd 
abandon it and do something 
else. You have to give things 
time to work. They didn't get 
out into the community to build
